m| NEW THEORY 


OF GRAVITATION 


Startling Discovery Made by 
California Scientist. 


Called the Greatest Advance 
Since Days of Newton. 


Says Electricity ig Factor 
Governing Forces. | 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLLSIVE DISPATCH.) 

ST. LOUIS, July 10.—Prof. Thomas 
Jefferson Jackson See, astronomer 
and United States naval observer at 
Mare Island, Cal., today announced he 


had discovered the cause of gravita- 
tion, the greatest single advance in 
the history of science since Newton 
established the law of gravitation in 
the seventeenth century. 

A treatise prepared by Prof. See 
on his discovery, has been in the 
hands of the Royal Society of Lon- 
don for five months. The first an- 
nouncement was made to the Royal 
Society, Prof. See said, because it was 
to this society that Newton promul- 
gated his theories in 1685. 

“Gravitation,” said Prof. See, “is 
an electrical phenomenon and does 
not act instantly across space, but is 
transmitted with the velocity of light, 
thus coming from the sun to the earth 
in eight minutes.” 

Heretofore gravitation has been iso- 
lated from all other forces of the uni- 
verse, efforts of Faraday, Maxwell and 
others to connect it with electricity 

PROF. SEE’S MEMOIR. 


The substance of Prof. See's 600- 
page memoir entitled “Electric Dy- 
namic Theory of Magnetism and of 
‘Universal Gravitation; Discovery of 
the Cause of Gravitation with Proof 
that this Fundamental Force of Na- 
ture is Propagated with the Velocity 
of Light,” goes to show that gravi- 
tation is due to elementary currents 
of electricity circulating around atoms 
of matter. As more of these atomic 
currents, in respect to the two bodies, 
flow in the same direction, then in the 
opposite direction, there is always at- 
traction between all bodies, yet it is 
feeble compared to magnetic attrac- 
tion, Prof. See demonstrates. 

The celebrated French physicist, 
Ampere, first showed in 1820 that 
two parallel currents of electricity 
flowing in the same direction attract 
each other, but when flowing in oppo- 
site directions repel. Prof. See's dis- 
covery is an extension of the law dis- 
covered by Ampere. He shows the en- 
tire universe is governed by ‘forces 
depending upon electricity in motion, 
Should the theory of Prof. See prove 
true it would open up an entirely new 
view of the forces which govern the 
physical universe and revolutionize the 
science of physics.

The law of gravitation has been 
held unique among the laws ‘of na- 
ture not only in its wide generality. 
taking the whole universe in its 
scope, but in the fact that, so far as 
known until the researches of Prof. 
See, it is absolutely unmodified by any 
condition of cause whatever. 

All other forces of action between 
masses of matter vary with circum- 
stances. The mutual action of elec- 
trified bodies, for example, is af- 
fected by their relative or absolute 
motion. 

Prof. See made public his. discov- 
eries in Montgomery City, Mo., while 
visiting his mother, Mrs. Mary A. See. 
He departed tonight for the West.

Chaos Reigns in Nearly Every 
Department of State. 


School Fund is Wiped Out by 
Petty Factional Fusses. — 


All Appropriations Passed 
are Declared Invalid. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
PHOENIX (Ariz.) July 6.—aAri- 
zona’s governmental affairs are in a 
chaotic condition. Most of the State 
departments are without office or trav- 
eling expenses, and some are without 
even a salary fund. There is no State 
schoo! fund. It is all because of the 
factional fighting in the second State 
Legislature, which is composed of 
fifty-three Democrats and one Repub- 
lican, 

As a result of the constant efforts 
of Gov. George Hunt. to prevent the 
Legislature “putting anything over” 
on him, and of the ambition of a 
majority of the legislators to show 
the Governor that he was not run- 
ning the State, only a few sections 
of the general appropriations bill, 
passed at the first extra session, are 
of unquestioned validity. Auditor J. 
Cc. Callaghan is refusing to pay out 
any money under the provisions of 
the questioned sections and a long 
legal battle in some court, probably 
the Superior Court of Maricopa coun- 
ty, is imminent. In all probability the 
Governor will be forced to call an- 
other extra session in order to allow 
the Legislature to pass a bill that is 
valid.

Former Atty.-Gen. George Purdy 
Bullard, to whom Auditor Callaghan 
applied for an opinion on the gen- 
eral appropriation bill, says that the 
repealing clauses were germane to the 
measure and that the Legislature had a 
perfect right to Include them. He al-| 
so holds that the Governor had no 
right to veto the repealing clauses, 
though he has the right to veto any 
item of money in an appropriation 
bill. Arizona's Constitution is peculiar 
in this respect. as in many others. 
The Governor vetoed all the repeal- 
ing clauses in the bill. He also vetoed 
a number of items of money, in the 
expectation that the statutory appro- 
priations would stand. 

SCHOOL FUND KILLED. 


The State school fund furnishes an. 
apt illustration. The statutory appro- 
priation for school purposes is $500,- 
000 a year. The Legislature made an 
appropriation of $100,000 a year and 
added a repealing clause. 

Gov. Hunt vetoed the $190,000 item. 
also the repealing clause. But Bullard 
holds that his veto of the repealing 
clause is invalid. Therefore, the re-

FOSSIL BACTERIA DISCOVERED. 


These Litele Individualities are Far 
from Being a Modern Development, 
Though Recently Isolated. 
{Baltimore American:] Marvelous 
as were the discoveries of such pre- 
historic monsters as the mammoth, 
the mastodon and the stegosarus, they 
are now eclipsed by recent investiga- 
tions which show the most minute 
microbes and bacteria in fossil form. 
The ancestors of our modern infec- 
tious disease germs and microbes 
have been found in fossils of the 
earliest life on the earth. Fossil bac- 
teria have been discovered in very an- 
cient limestones collected by Dr. 
Charlies D. Walcott, secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution, in Gallatin 
county, Montana. [In thin sections of 
limestone from the collections in 1914 
the microscope now shows these very 
minute forms of life, some 20,000,000 
to 30,000,000 years old. The bacteria 
were discovered in three sections cut 
from an algal form included under 
the generic name Gallatinia, named 
after the great American explorer 
Gallatin.

The two States where direct pro- 
hibition laws were passed are Florida 
and Alabama. Those whose Legisla- 
tures voted to submit the question to 
the people are Idaho, lowa, Montana, 
South Carolina, South Dakota, Utah, 
Vermont and the Territory of Alaska. 
In Iowa the legislative resolution, ac- 
cording to the State Constitution, must 
be passed by the next succeeding Leg- 
islature, before the people can vote on 
it, but the State returned to statutory} 
prohibition meanwhile, through the re- 
peal of the so-called mulct law. Idaho 
was also made “dry” meanwhile 
through statutory enactment. In Utah 
the bill was vetoed by the Governor 
after the Legislature adjourned. In 
South Carolina the vote will be taken 
at the election this year: in Mon- 
tana, South Dakota, Vermont and 
Alaska, in 1916; Idaho in 1916. 

It will be thus seen that as a meas- 
ure of the progress of the cause of 
prohibition the fifteen States already 
in the ranks have this year been en- 
forced by four, and the legislative 
way cleared for four others, including 
Alaska, to join. ‘In the latter event 
nearly half the country will have 
placed the ban on the liquor traffic.

The law pro- 
hibits the manufacture of intoxicating 
liquor in the State and its sale except 
on physician’s prescription or for 
scientific, sacramental or mechanical 
uses.

A law for a similar purpose was en- 
acted in Colorado, where a prohibi- 
tion amendment goes into effect the 
same date. The Colorado law forbids 
the buying, selling and giving away of 
liquor except for med or sacra- 
mental purposes and prohibits com- 
mon carriers from transporting liquor 
into the State except for lawful pur- 
poses—this includes the transportation 
to individuals who must sign a receipt 
that the liquor is for their own use, 
The law contains a search and seizure 
provision and gives the Governor 
$10,000 yearly for its enforcement.

Ferguson of Texas, having 
been elected on a platform opposing 
all liquor agitation, the question was 
left practically untouched in that 
State. He vetoed the only liquor bill 
passed. The measure would have re- 
duced the tax on wholesale druggists 
selling alcohol. In Delaware the anti- 
shipping law passed in 1913, which 
prohibited the shipment of liquor in- 
to Kent and Sussex counties, which 
were “dry,” was repealed. The court 
having decided that the law could 
not keep out interstate shipments, the 
result was that dealers outside the 
State could make shipments into 
Delaware's “dry” territory, while 
dealers in New Castle county, which 
is license territory, were prohibited. 
Delaware has only three counties, An 
attempt to secure the enactment of 
a more rigid law affecting the two 
counties failed. Failure also attended 
an effort to obtain favorable license

hibition bill was pending in either 
house, but several restrictive meas- 
ures were waiting action.

FIRST-CLASS SUBMARINES. 


Doniels Says They Will be Made 
More Efficient Than Those of Any 
Other Power. 

[BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, July 10.—Pians for 
making the American submarine more 
efficient than that of any other power 
are being worked out by the Navy 
General Board, it became known here 
today in connection with the infor- 
mation that the next building pro- 
gramme of the navy would include es- 
timates for nearly double the number 
of undersea craft appropriated for by 
the last session of Congress. 
Navy officers claim the effectiveness 
of future American submarines will be 
vastly increased ‘through use of a new 
battery that is being introduced for 
motive power while the underwater 
boats are submerged. 
At least, thirty and perhaps more 
submarines will be asked of the next 
Congres, it is said. Secretary Daniels 
is said to faver a large building pro- 
gramme, 
Secretary Daniels today made it 
clear that he is a staunch advocate 
for material increases in 
strength. 
“I-told the Naval Committee last 
#ummer that I hoped they would add 
just as many submarines as they pos- 
sibly could find money for,” the Bec- 
retary said. “Just how many we will 
ask for next year has not been deter- 
mined but we want all we can get. I 
would not figure on a large increase in 
submarines of the same type as we 
now have, I think we have «ot to 
go in for large submarines, althouga 
the smaller submarines are very valu- 
able for coast defense, which is our 
chief need. : 
“All these questions will be taken 
up in the near future to be worked 
out for the estimate to be submitted to 
Congress.”

SECRET-BASE THEORY. 


The great net offers mute testimony 
against the secret-base theory., If the

The greatest bait for the German 
submarines at present, excepting Jelli- 
coe’s grand fleet itself, is the army 
traffic between Folkestone and Bou- 
logne. A few submarines lurking in 
these waters could sink transport after 
transport and munition ships galore. 
So thickly do these ships ply back- 
wards and forwards the traveler 
on the Folkestone-Boul boat can 
see, as a rule, from three to ten at 
any time. I once counted twelve. 
The great net prevents attacks from 
the north; it seems practically certain 
that attacks from the south are not 
made only because they are not pos- 
sible, and that they are not possible 
because a submarine could not make 
them and retirn in safety to its base. 

The amazing appearance of Capt. 
Otto Herzing in a German submarine, 
whose number is not known, at the 
mouth of the Dardanelles. where, sin- 
gle-handed, he put the whole British 
and French fleets to flight, raises the 
question, “How did he get there?” 
This hero, who sank the Triumph and 
Majestic, and then, after the allied 
fleets had retfeated to the shelter of 
the islands, proceeded up the straits 
to be Honized in Constantinople, is said 
by the German press to have reached 
Constantinople from Wilhelmshaven. 
He himself is quoted as cilaim- 
ing that he left Wilhelmshaven on 
April 25 and reached Constantinople 
June 6. spending forty-two days 
without leaving the submarine. The 
great net, if he made this trip, added 
1000 miles to the apparent distance, 
for he must have gone around the 
north of Scotland. Such a journey, for 
a submarine of any known type, would 
not be possible unless supplies were 
obtained’ half way. Fuel may have 
been transferred from a ship on the 
coast of Spain or Portugal, and this 
seems more likely than the German 
boast that they have a new submarine 
which can roam over half the world. 
Or the Germans may have been do- 
ing a little romancing in the hope 
of terrorizing their opponents. It is 
quite. possible that Herr Herzing and 
his submarine journeyed by rall from 
the fatherland to Pola, the Austrian 
naval base at the head of the Adriat- 
ic, and there took the water. 

HAS IT CAUGHT ANY? 

“How many submarines has the 
great net caught?” is the first ques- 
tion people ask when they learn from 
some reliable soyrce that such a net 
exists. That question is a hard one. 
My information concerning the net 
deals only with its manufacture and 
stretching across the Strait of Dover. 
Since the barges and tramps finished 
their jobs and withdrew only officers 
of the royal navy have remained in 
charge of operations around the net, 
and only they know what the bag 
has been. While the net was bé@ing 
stretched across. on March 8&8, one sub. 
marine was caught “south of Dover.”

THE LITTLE NETS. 

There are, however, little nets as 
well as one, big one. Trawlers in the 
North Sea have adapted their usual 
methods of fishing to the search for 
the iron fish. The ships work in 
couples where submarines are known 
to have been active, and slowly drag 
the sea with a large net, one end of 
which ig securely fastened to each 
ship. Then, when a violent strain 
shows they have made a catch, the 
two ships are supposed to turn in- 
stantly towards each other and‘ come 
together. The submarine is thus en- 
tangled hopelessly in the toils. The 
ends of the net are thrown overboard, 
heavily weighted with junk, and the 
submarine is dragged to the bottom 
of the ocean, the coffin of her hapless 
crew. 

That some such scheme as this has 
been tried is a fact, but whether any 
results have been attained cannot be 
learned, The Admiralty says nothing. 
If any new-fangled method proves 
available against the sea terrors it is 
kept secret, in the hope that other 
enemies may fall into the same 
snare, and whatever the faults of the 
Admiralty may be, it keeps its secrets 
well. There are many rumors afloat, 
some of them circumstantigl, concern- 
ing the supposed succes# of this 
adaptation of the trawling principle to 
naval warfare. Rumor has even con- 
nected the mysterious fate of Capt.

CLOTH HALL 
IS CHARMED. 


Only Building in Ypres the 
Germans Cannot Hit. 


Figures on the Golden Clock 
Still Defy the Howitzers. 


But the Rest of the City is 
in Absolute Ruin.

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS 
(France) June 21.—"How are the 
turrets? Still holding out?” they ask 
up and down the line of anyone who 
has come from Ypres. Everybody has 
a tender personal interest in the tur- 
rets of the old Cloth Hall which deep- 
ens with each day that they survive 
in defiance of the German gunners 
above the wreckage wrought by Ger- 
man shells. People are still living in 
Rheims and Louvain, but Ypres is 
absolutely a dead city, dead as Pom- 
pelt; dead as a deserted mining camp 
in Alaska. No face appears in any 
door or window that can still be called 
a door or window; nd figures are seen 
moving through the shell holes in 
walls that are still standing. 

Before the war Ypres had some 
18,000 inhabitants, now it has not a 
single one. No one is making any ef- 
fort to make any ruin habitable. The 
only signs of lfe except occasional 
soldiers coming out and going to the 
lines are cats grown wild, which be- 
come streaks of .fur disappearing 
among the ruins of their former 
homes. The cathedral, which stands 
back of the Cloth Hall, was a noble 
edifice, no doubt, but there are a 
great many cathedrals in Europe. The 
Cloth Hall is unique, the best of its 
kind. Anyone who ever saw it al- 
ways remembered its turrets. Differ- 
ent conquerors of Ypres put their 
women and children to the sword, but 
no one had ever harmed the old 
Cloth Hall beyond taking away a few 
statues. 

Last Febrtary perhaps 4000 or 5906 
people remained in Ypres. They were 
going and coming about the streets 
as usual, keeping their shops open 
and doing what business they could 
at the old stands. A visitor could get 
a meal in a restaurant or have his 
shoes cobbled. Only one house in the 
big square had heen hit. Its roofs 
dropped over the edges of a corner 
section which had been torn out of 
the main floor. " 3 


CLOTH HALL FIRST. 


The Germans threw in occasional 
shells, mostly directed at the cathe- 
dral, with some of the missiles bound 
to hit the Cloth Hall. Restoration 
work, which age required, had just 
been finikhed on the Cleth Halil he- | 
fore the war began. The people: paid 
for thie tn their civic pride and tet 
other civic Improvements wait. For 
the Cloth Hall gave Ypres a civic 
distinction. It was the historical sou! 
of Ypres. The old frescoes on its 
walis told the city’s early history. It 
meant to Ypres quite as much in ite 
way as Westminster Abbey to Lon- 
don or Fanveil Hall to Boston.

The next time the Associated Press 
correspondent’ went to. Ypres there 
was not a single house left on the 
Grande Place that resembled a 
house any more than a rubber bag 
with the gas ont of it resembles a 
balloon. In the.second battle of 
Ypres, when the Germans had an- 
other try for the channel port«, the 
sensation of their attack with as- 
phvxisting overshadowed what 
they did with their enuns. Heretofore 
their practice on’ Ypres had been 
comparatively teasing playfulness.

As they meant to take the town thie 
eeemed poor policy. for they 
find no roof« for shelter when they 
moved in.

GERMANS’ POOR REWARD. 

The British were not  Dilleting 
troops to any extent In Ypres, and you 
could count the number of army 
w hit on the fingers of one hand. 

e shell In the British trenches ac- 
complished more than ten in Ypres. 
The main result was that the homes 
and offices and cafes of 18,000 people 
were destroyed. The forty-two-centt- 
meter (seventeen-inch) mortar had its 
part In the work. When a seventeen- 
inch shell struck a house the remains 
of the building not distributed to the 
pavement were in an enlarged cel- 
lar. Debris in the streets still re- 
mains where it fell. There is no pur- 
pose in cleaning it up in an unin- 
‘habited town. Paving stones are scat. 
tered about from the explosion of a 
seventeen-inch shell which struck in 
the center of the Grande Place and 
made a crater about fifteen feet across 
and ten feet deep. This 2000 pounds 
of steel and powder did not kill any- 
body so far as could be learned. It 
would not take a paving gang long 
to make repairs. 

Another shell, which could have 
brought down a cathedral tower, dug 
another hole in the cathedral grounds. 
Big shelis or little shells, they do not 
count unless they hit. On the prin- 
ciple that lightning never strikes 
twice in the same place, probably the 
safest cover you could find in case of 
another bombardment of Ypres would 
be to sit in the bottom of one of those 
craters. Another bombardment would 
seem bloodless as flailing last year's 
straw or kicking a dead dog. How- 
ever, the Germans keep on throwing 
shelis Into the wréckage at intervals 
as if they could never be satisfied that 
they had properly finished the job of 
chaos. Every standing wall was 
chipped with shrapnel.

THE BURDEN. 


The Modern Infantryman Still 
Carries Heavy Load on the March, 
but Discards It in Battic. 
{New York Sun:] While the rifle 
of the infantrymen of the world’s 
armies has steadily lessened in weight 
during the last fifty years, and while 
constant attempts have been made in 
other ways to lighten the soldier's 
burden on march, it is nevertheless a 
fact that the uniformed fighter of 
today carries very Httle if any less 
than he did a generation or two ago. 
His gun and bayonet and some other 
details of equipment that had an ex- 
act counterpart in the old armies 
may be lighter, but modern military 
necessities have added to his carry- 
ing requirements. 

He must now face this marching 
load: Magazine rifle, bayonet, scab- 
bard, rifie cartridge belt and fasten- 


ers, rifle cartridge belt suspenders, 
first aid packet, canthen, canteen 
strap, set of blanket,’ roll _ straps, 
haversack, meat can (used as a fry- 
ing pan,) cup, knife, fork, spoon, one 
shelter tent (half,) five shelter tent 
pins, one poncho (rubber  bilanket,) 
one pair shoes, one honsewife (needle 
and thread,) one overcoat, one in- 
trenching tool. 

These marching loads have varied 
from forty to 100 pounds in the past, 
and weigh about the same now. 

Of course, in going into action 
much of this load is discarded, some 
of it never to be posseased by the 
owner again even though he es- 
capes the battle peril. In the old 
days knapsacks were always cast 
off by seasoned troops, ‘who grew 
calloused as to the hoarding up of 
little trinkets and mementoer that 
80 appeal to the amateur soldier. Aft- 
er a battle these discarded knapsacks 
might be recovered, but it was not 
likely. At any rate, while another 
knapsack mignt be issved, it would 
not be the one possessed by the sol- 
dier before the battle. 

Whenever a new levy of troops 
was mustered in and arrived in a 
camp where veterans were stationed 
the newcomers we greeted with 
mock praise for their spink and span 
soldierly appearance, with special 
emphasis on “How nice those knap- 
sacks look!” This time-honored re- 
ceptacie of everything a soldier de- 
sired or hoped to keep ever near him 
is no longer reckoned in the latter 
day universal fichting equipment. 
The Japanese soldier and the men of 
some other armies carry a long sack 
in which ft is possible to tie many 
things the fighter needs—or thinks 
he needs—until the weight suggests 
a discarding. 

During the Japanese-Ruesian : war

CEMENT PLANT 
DEAL OPPOSED. 


Manufacturers’ Objections go 
to Supervisors. 


Argue Project Would Prove 
Economic Failure. 


And County has not a Legal 
Right to Proceed. — 


_ Opposition to the plan whereby the 
county is to lease the Monolith ce- 
ment plant from the city, with op- 
tion to purchase, is set up by the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufactyrers’ Associa; 
tion in a formal statement made 
through attorneys to the Board of Su- 
pervisors. The matter is to come up 
tomorrow, under a lease by which 
the county takes possession at once 
at a rental of $27,500 a month for a 
term of three years. At the end of 
one year the city may offer the plant 
for le and the county agrees to 
bid $550;000. 
The lease provides that the city may 
buy its cement of standard quality 
from the county at $1.35 a barrel-—— 
nearly $1.50 under the “trust” price. 
and the city is to have a royalty of 
&§ 5-6 cents a barrel on all cement 
manufactured and $11,000 a year for 
depreciation; this to be returned in 
the event of purchase, ® 
The statement, prepared by Fred- 
ericks and Hanna, points out that it 
has never been possible at the Mono- 
lith plant to manufacture cement at 
so low a price as it commanded in 
the open market. There is cited the 
“bald fact” that cement manufactured 
at the city plant cost the taxpayers 
$2.23 per barrel, while State and 
county purchase in the open mar- 
ket at $1.35 a barrel, and prices in 
other parts of the country are com- 
paratively little above the latter fig- 


DIRECT COMPETITION. 


Tt is further pointed out that the 
county would be at a disadvantage in 
entering a manufacturing business in 
competition with large institutions 
that are on a commercial basis. The 
same zeal and ingenuity, it is argued, 
would not be shown and, moreover, 
the county would have to go into the 
open market and seek and obtain an 
outlet for its capacity production, tf 
the plant were to De operated with any 
degree of economy. The capacity of 
the plant would supply in two weeks, 
according to experts’ report, more ce- 
ment than was used by the county al! 
last year. 

Published statements attributed to 
a Supervisor that “Los Angeles coun- 
ty is about to build roads enouvch to 
use 160,000 barrels of cement,” call 
forth. a demonstration that this would 
mean 140 miles of cement roads that 
would cost at least $1,590,000. tt is 
erhown no preparation has been made 
for any such road expenditure, and if 
it were by any chance contemplated, 
the Monolith plant could turn ont 
enough cement in less than six months 
to do the Job.

San. Francisco coast route—Motor- 
ists will find many changes on this 
road since the first of the month. 
Conditions have materially improved. 
Still follow Calabasas route through 
Newberry Park and over the Canejo 
grade. Pavement continues for fifty- 
one miles. from Los Angeles. San 
Marcos Pass can now easily be made, 
but caution should be used on grades 
and curves. Foxen Canyon will be 
found in very fair condition with but 
tew exceptions. From Arroyo Grande, 
through Pizmo Beach to San Luis 
Obispo, State highway is now com- 
plete. North of San Luis Obispo it 
is advisable to take the Cuesta grade. 
From Atascadero to Paso Robles ten 
miles of very rough road will be en- 
countered. It is advisable at the pres- 
ent time to take the Jolon route, as 
the Kines City road is under construc- 
tion. The new San Juan grade is now 
open north of Salinas and is in excel- 
lent shape.

OR BACH POLITICAL JOB given out through the Johnson patron- 
age mill to a worker in the trenches south of the Tehachepl, five 
of the same kind or better are given to the boys north 
range. 
The State, pay roll controlled directly by Gov. Johnson, and indt 
rectly by him through his appointed heads of departments, goes almost 
entirely to the political workers from San Francisco, Sacramento and 
vicinity. 

The California Blue Book, just issued, shows that $849,100 is naid- 
to office holders appointed from the northern part of the State, while 
&@ modest $174,330 is paid to those appointed to State jobs from Los 
Angeles and vicinity. 

Gov. Johnson's political machine is chiefly composed of party work- 
ers from his own home town.. On what may be called his personal pay 
roll he has appointed 712 men from the northern part of California to 
fat jobs, while only 129 from the southern counties have been allowed 
to feed at the public crib.

Philander P. Claxton, United States 
Commiasioner of Education, at the 
City Club luncheon at the Clark Ho- 
tel. Dr. Claxton spoke to an audi- 
ence that was larger than the small 
dining-room could accommodate. His 
talk was entirely on educational topics 


and mention of the universal peace

“Democracy of the kind meant by 
the founders of the United States gov- 
ernment and needed by the people to- 
day means equality of opportunity and 
that means, above all else, equality of 
opportunity for education,” said Dr.

He reviewed briefiy the history of 
the Federal government's interest in 
education and urged popular support 
for the movement to oroaden the 
scope of the bureau work.

Col. Laub, who is one of the 
shrewdest politicians in the lquor 
business, was prevailed upon by repre- 
sentatives of the saloons, breweries, 
wine growers, cafe and hotel men and 
wholesalers to take charge of the com- 
ing fight. ep 

Recause of the doubled-edged 
thrust at the liquor: traffic all of the 
interests will stand together in the 
campaign that is to be opened short- 
ly. It is the intention of the liquor 
interests to divide the State at the 
Tehachepi, leaving the northern in- 
terests to handle their own fight, 
while the southern end of the cam- 
pa is directed from Los Angeles.

organization this could be largely 
controlled. What is true of the small 
fruit business was once true of the 
lemon and orange business. Now 4 
steadier market is maintained and 
many economies result through or- 
Q@nge associations which were or- 
ganized. 


At Huntington Beach three fruit 
sTowers could alone start an exchange, 
making three persons an executive 
committee to manage the association. 
Printed tickets could be issued in pay- 
ment for picking the fruit, which 
would have a uniform value of 25 
cents and 50 cents each, and pass cur- 
rent among the local merchants. 
These would be taken up by the asso 
ciation issuing checks on demand. 
Thus money would be plentiful dur- 
ing the fruit season, since it would 
circulate freely. There are at least 
10,000 acres of land near Huntington 
Beach that could be profitably put 
into small fruits, if properly man- 
aged. The water for irrigation can be 
had from a local water company, OT 
else it can be secured by sinking wells 
bout 100 feet deep and pumping the 
abundant supply. An acre of ground 
is about 210x210 feet square, hence 
wetting the berry bushes five feet 
“part would give 1724 bushes to the 
acre, costing about $86. At a selling 
price of 5 cents a box, only six boxes

Jacre. With only 1000 acres in this 
small fruit at Huntington Beach the 
yearly income would be $500,000. 

By marketing under an association 
brand a better price could be obtained 
and a steadier market be secured, and 
cut out competition of foreign labor, 
chiefly Japanese. I have been often 
told that the small fruit business can 
be made to pay well, when grown in 
small quantities, but when done on a 
large scale ithe lahor question is a 
serious one. That is where Hunting- 
ton Beach has an advantage and the 
obtaining of labor can be nicely man- 
. The fruit. season lasts from 
about April to October, and during all 
those months there are thousands of, 
families, of the better classes, in Los 
Angeles and elsewhere, who would be 
glad of an opportunity to camp out 
near the ocean, and at the same time 


earn some money picking fruit. By 
picking the fruit in the morning and 
shipping in the afternoon the same 
help could be used. Ship the fruit, 
not in wagon loads, but motor truck 
oi carloads. Advertise the associa- 
tion brand of white-picked berries in 
the newspapers. Bring the consumer 
as close as possible to the producer.” 

“But that is going to run ino a large 
and complicated business,” said my 
fellow traveler—*The crop from 1000 
acres, selling at $500 an acre, would 
amount to $500,000 each year. Could 
an association of fruit growers handle 
So much money successfully?” 

Answering this, I said: ‘The Call- 
fornia orange growers have associa- 
and exchanges which handle 
millions of dollars annually, and dur- 
ing the past ten years the losses from 
bad debts, etc., have been almost noth- 
ing. Competent men, On salaries, can 
be found to manage. Unless there 
was co-operation in the fruit business, 
it could not advance beyond a small 
production. Huntington Beach fruit 
lands offer many advantages, which, 
combined with good management, will 
make the business a success, and add 
largely to the population of the beach 
city. I hope you will investigate this 
fruit business at Huntington Beach. 
It has great possibilities. 

“Huntington Beach,” I continued, 
“has other assets besides, its agricul- 
tural and horticultural lands. It is 
only thirty-three miles from Los An- 
geles and reached every hour by elec- 
tric Hne, the fare being less than 
a cent a mile. It is the home of peo- 
ple of wealth and refinement. It is 
both a winter and a summer resort— 
Already a splendid reinforced concrete 
pier, costing $70,000, one of the largest 
on the coast, has n built out into 
the ocean; @ $35,000 sewer system 
has just been completed, and at pres- 
ent $150,000 is being expended in lay- 
ing concrete paving foundations on 
the principal streets.

CORN AND POTATOES.

known as the Butler-Elder tract, on, 
Santa Fe avenue, popularly known as 
the “Tin-Can Addition,” and consist- 
ing of thirty-three lots. The com- 
pany paid $100 a lot and sold them 
all off at prices ranging from $150 to 
$1000 each. The cable road tract fol- 
lowed, where houses were sold for 
$750 and up, with 10 per cent. down 
and $10 a month. The Elder place 
tract followed, in Twentieth street, in 
the southeast section of the city, where 
four and six-room houses were built 
to sell for $1700, $100 down and $15 
a month. These tracts were great 
successes, and the company made 
large profits. 

The Deeble tract followed, located 
on Thirty-sixth street, that was soon 
filled with houses and all sold out at 
good ns, a small amount down 
and the balance in installments. In 
this instance, as in all others, Mr. 
Elder said that, previous to purchase, 


dithere were no improvements on the 


land, but that, with the paving of the 
streets, the putting in of gas and elec- 
tricity, the extension of the street car 
service and other improvements, there 
was an immediate spirit of enthusi- 
asm apparent, and people wanted the 
houses before they could be complet- 
ed. In each of these instances the 
surroundings . were metamorphosed 
from barley fields or vacant, weed- 
infested lots to improved neighbor- 
hoods, The witness said he had charge 
of all improvements, spending about 
all of ‘his time on the various tracts. 


DREAM OF FINE HOMES. 
Then came the purchase of the EI- 
der place tract in 1906, on Thirty- 
eighth street and Long Beach avenue, 
followed in 1907 by the College tract 
of eighty acres, for which the com- 


stances the surrounding country was 
undeveloped. In relation to the Col- 
lege tract Mr. Elder said he had in- 
terviewed the late “Lucky” Baldwin 
in regard to buying the land before 
his death, but that Baldwin refused 
to consider less than $10,000 an acre 
for it: His heirs sold it to the com- 
pany at the figure given. Mr. Elder 
said that when he purchased the Col- 
lege tract he thought he had the most 
beautiful site for homes in Southern 
California, and he dreamed of seeing 
a collection of residences and villa 
sites that could not be eclipsed on the 
continent. 

The Franklin place tract was pur- 
chased in 1909 for $2500 an acre, and 
this was followed by the Hill site pur- 
chase of 300 acres at $300 an acre. 
The company had an offer, he said, of 
$3000 an acre for the whole piece, 
and later twenty acres were sold at 
$4200 an acre. Then Rodgers Park 
tract on Vermont avenue, between 
Florence and Manchester avenues, 
was bought for $700 an acre, and the 
witness dec the company had 
been offered $100,000 for the land 
when only the first option to buy had 


Mr. Elder detailed the organization 
of the Sentinel Heights Water Com- 
pany to secure water for domestic use 
and irrigation purposes on the west 
side tracts of the company; the story 
of the bond issue and the inability of 
the Los Angeles Investment Company 
to get rid of the bonds. He said the 
property was outside the city, and 
that the water company had devel- 
oped an underground supply of 100 


ipany paid $1600 an acre. In both in- 


inches of water. ‘ 
The avenue acreage was 


next purchased. It had been laid out 
in 1887 and was later on disposed 
of in bulk, without the additions of 
any improvements. The Western ave- 
nue- square tract had been purchased 
at $500 an acre, and the lots sold for 
$800 each. The St. Vincent's College 
tract was bought at $2500 an acre, and 
the company had been offered $5000 
an acre for it. 

Mr. Elder said the money placed 
by the Los Angeles Investment Com- 
pany in the Los Angeles Automatic 
Tool Company to exploit an invention 
of a carpenter’s square by A. C. Smith, 
his early friend, had been a total loi, 
owing to the fact that Smith insisted 
upon establishing a factory in_ this 
city, instead of letting out the inven- 
tion on a royalty basis. 

The year 1908 was a very successful 
one for the Los Angeles Investment 
Company, and they made a pile of 
money. ® office force Was aug- 
mented, and the 1 projectors 
of the enterprise quit their music and 
paid their whole attention to the com- 
pany. The Guarantee Fund, he said, 
was organized in 1907, and he had 
about $8000 invested in it. The fund 
had in its existence purchased over 
$100,000 worth of stock of people who 
wanted to sell out. 

Asked why he had purchased so 
much property in the southwest part 
of the city, the witness said the growth 
was all that way; he thought he saw 
the greatest possibilities in that direc- 
tion, and from 1909 until 1913, when 
the trouble came, there was nothing 
to induce him to change his mind. 
There was growth everywhere, he said, 
and the situation amply justified the 
purchases made. 

In the beginning the company used 
to buy its material of wholesale deal- 
ers, but when the business expanded, 


building material was secured in car 
and shiploads. The company had one| 
mill at Alameda and Twentieth streets 
and another at Forty-eighth and Ar- 


lington, and later operations were so/| by 


large that Harry D. Rodgers, one of 
the defendants, was taken into the 
company and made general purchas- 
ing agent. The big material depot 
was operated by what was known as 
the Elder Building Material Company, 
but now the Los Angeles Lumber Com- 
pany. That furnished material for 
houses on the east side. 

Mr. Elder sat bolt upright in his 
chair and looked the jurors straight 
in the face. They evinced the great- 
est interest in his narrative. It is 
possible that the examination, direct 
or cross, of Mr. Elder will require 
most of next week.

Loking back at him as mere 
boy and common soldier, and then 
as a subaltern and as a general, and 
finally as President of Mexico, Dic-

MADE NATION RESPECTABLE. ,

NOTED BRITISH REGIMENTS. 


The “Queen's Westminsters” have 
Been in the Midst of the Fighting 
and have Made a Good Record. 
{London Tit-Bits:] Since last Octo- 
ber the first battalion of the Queen’s 
Westminsters (territorial) Regiment 
has been fighting shoulder to shoulder 
with the regular troops in Flanders. 
Recently the “Queens” were mentioned 
in dispatches by Sir John French for 
“their conduct and under 
fire, and the efficient manner in which 
they carried out the various duties 


| assigned to them.” 


So far back as the year 1779 the 
London and Westminster Light Horse 
Volunteers were raised when the 
French fleet was off our coast. The 
Queen's Westminster are the succes- 
sors of the Napoleonic corps, and they 
possess a standard and two an- 
cient six-pounder guns presented to 
the original Westminster Volunteers 
by King George III. 

Queen Victoria honored the regi- 
ment with the title of “The Queen's 
Rifle Volunteers,” and on her seventy- 
fourth birthdey she reviewed the 
corps. On that occasion 601 veterans, 
many over 50 years of age, again took 


their places in the ranks to honor their 


Queen. 

During the South African war the 
“Queen's” supplied nearly 300 men to 
the imperial forces, and at the con- 
clusion of hostilities it received from 
King Edward VII the grant of the 
honor, “South Africa, 1900-1902.”’ 

The “Queen's” have always been a 
favorite regiment of royalty. They 
have formed guards of honor to Queen 
Victoria, King Edward VII and King 


of the Duke of Cambridge a desire to 
inspect a typical volunteer force. The 
Queen’s Westminsters were chosen, 
and they paraded before the Em- 
peror at Buckingham Palace. In token 
of the occasion he presented to the 
regiment his portrait specially execut- 
ed by the court painter.

Sir Frank Lascalies, and Admirals 
Cochrane, Pelram and Seymour. Lieut.

EIGHT MILES’ LONG CANAD. 


{Lesiie’s:} An immense empire, 
300,000 square miles in extent, has 
just been cpened to water traffic and 
400 miles added to the total of 
navigable streams within the nation 
through the completion of the huge 
Celilo Canal on the Columbia River 
in Oregon, which will be celebrated 
by cities of the Pacific Northwest. 

Cut through living rock for a dis- 
tance of eight miles at a cost of 
$6.000,000 tc. the government, the big 
water lane removes the last barrier 
to the navigation of the Columbia 
River and its main upper tributary, 
the Snake, from Lewiston, Idaho, to 
the Pacific Ocean, a distance of 500 
miles, and frees the currents of the 
Columbia itself to transportation as 
far as Priest River rapids, in Wash- 
ington, about 450 miles from the sea. 

n the obstructions at these rapids 
are remcved along with those at Ket- 
tle Falls, then the Columbia—Ameri- 
ca’s second largest river—will be 
navigable to Revelstoke, British Co- 
lumbia, almost 1000 miles.

A.: You have well described sample 
No. 1 as chalky. It is chiefly lime car- 
bonate with traces of aluminum sili- 
cate. It is probable that the chalk is 
pure enough for many commercial 
usages, and, surely so, if washed and 
precipitated, 

For the process of washing it will 
appear on a small scale by placing 
five pounds of the material in water: 
stir the water and chalk quickly with 
a stick, and allow the muddy mixture 
a minute only to “settle,” then pour 
off the supernatant liquid and allow 
it to precipitate. The chalk obtained 
by this washing and from the superna- 
tant liquid should be high grade mate- 
rial. Buckets or tubs 1 answer for 
containers. No. 2 is calcite with stron- 
tia present. Powder some of the min- 
eral; place a small portion in a test 
tube; add some c.p. hydrochloric 
acid to the powdered mineral, and it 
will entirely dissolve in the acid. Take 
some of the solution, largely dilute it 
with water, add c.p. sulphuric acid to 
the solution slowly and sparingly, and 
a precipitate will fall. The flame reac- 
tion is masked by the lime carbonate 
present.

“from hydro-fluo-aluminous acids.” 
On charcoal before the blowpipe 
topaz is infusible; a strong heat yields 
blisters on the surface of the gem 
which crackle and burst as soon as 
formed, and these blisters probably 
evolve hydrofluoric acid, or fluoride 
of silicon. With borax added to topaz 
a transparent glass bead is obtained 
with the blowpipe. 
Hydrochloric acid has but very 
slight effect on topaz, but in contact 
with sulphuric acid for an hour or 
two hydrofivoric acid is formed. 
“Aquamarine and chrysolite are some- 
times substituted for topaz, but may 
be easily distinguished by difference

OTHSCHILDS’ 
GREAT FORTUNE.

Within four generations they 
were the support of kings and bank- 
ers of nations. A writer in the Ameri- 
can Hebrew and Jewish Messenger 


myths, of which the first explains the 
way in which Mayer Amschel, the 
founder of the firm, gained his pa- 
tron’s confidence throughout the Na- 
poleonic wars. It has been claimed 
that Amschel, placed by the Grand 
Duke of Hesse-Cassel in charge of his 
gold and jewels, and made guardian 
of his financial interests, won a tre- 
mendous reputation for integrity by 
his care and honesty, returned 
the property intact to the Grand Duke 
after the wars were over.

on recently tied our beliefs that war 
would be no more. For instance, dur- 
ing the first years of the present Mexi- 
ean revolution, the opinion was very 
prevalent that war was now only re- 
sorted to by ignorant. uncivilized and 
uneducated peopie. The $8 per cent. 
of iliteracy in Mexico was cited as the 
cause of their barbarity and inability 
to settle their differences without re- 
sort thereto, and all the world sat 
back and wagged its head to say, 
“Here is proof conclusive that educa- 
tion produces civilization, and that 
with education the mailed fist and 
the iron heel of war will be hung on 
the wall of history along with the 
cross bow and the stone hatchet. But 
in the last year we find that theory 
completely exploded. We find 
education has nothing to do with the 
Question, except that the minds trained 
to think in the wonderful schools of 
Heidelberg, Oxford and Edinburgh, 
seem more capable of devising diaboli- 
éal barbarities and cruelties than was 
their untutored ancestry. 

Does the world now think that edu- 
cation or the lack of it promotes or 
iscourages war? 


Prague, 
the thirteenth 
century; Heidelberg in 1385, and the 
University of Vienna in 1364: the Uni- 
versity of Leipzig in 1400: Glasgow 
and Aberdeen began to cultivate the 
cranium of the Scots as far back as 
1453 and 1494. The Universities of 
Paris, Edinburgh, Munich have all 
flourished for centuries, producing 
generation upon generation of edu- 
cated sires and sons. Nor are these 
noteworthy institutions alone in their 
countries, The countries that are now 
engaged in the mightiest and the most 
sanguinary struggle that ever scarred 
the face of mother é¢arth were the 
home of education, of development, of 
progress and enlightenment when our 
fair land was a howling wilderness; 
when our people were ekeing out a 
meager education in log school houses, 
and it has been for generations the 
custom of those who could afford it 
in this country, after having gathered 
all of the knowledge which could be 
imparted by our schools, to go to 
many of the institutions that I have 
named for the final touches of educa- 
tion and culture. Truly, the phrase 
of “teaching the young idea how to 
shoot” seems to have been well de- 
rived. ~ 

Go back in the history of all peo- 
ples, reeking, all of them. with wars 
and bi hed, and I challenge any 
man to find anything in the history 
of the present war between the most 
highly educated and cultured nations 
on earth to justify him in drawing a 
conclusion that education has served, 
or will serve, as a basis for the hope 
that wars shal! be no more. 

We are promised a time when men 
“shall beat their swords into plow- 
shares and their spears into pruning 
hooks,” but no date is specified. It is 
certain that education, culture and re- 
finement have left the prima! passions 
of mankind about as they always were. 
Neither can we look to religion to 
cure the appetite for war. for the most 
belligerent, and at the same time the 
most intolerant nation on earth was 
the Boer Republic, and they were the; 
most religious. 

However, universal ped®e will be 
accomplished in the fullness of time, 
just as other great problems have 
been met and conquered. Just as 
men, by study, research and experi- 
ment have conquered the land, the 
sea, and the air, and have harnessed 
the streams, so capable and earnest 
men will conquer the specter of war, 
and a congress of nations, with a 
court and an army which is to com- 
pel obedience to its edicts, will eventu- 
ally result in the disarmament of all 
other forces of all nations. But gen- 
erations will pass before this is ac- 
complished, and America must be 
prepared, during that time. to hold 
her place by the only means possible.

I believe their reason, how- 
ever, is that they would thereby be 
more able to be a law unto them- 
selves and force their views on others. 
It needs but a catastrophe such as 
an earthquake, or a great fire, causine 
the destructior of a large city whereby 
temporary authority is destroyed, to 
demonstrate the impossibility of rule 
by common consent. No one will soon 
forget that the moment authority was 
destroyed in the great San Francisco 
disaster, or that of Chicago and other 
Places in civilized lands, that bands 
of ghouls and robbers sprang into ex- 
istence; and would have worked their 
wanton way but for the interposition 
of force of arms on the part of or- 
ganizations left intact. 

Nature commands obedience to her 
laws by force of punishment. and man- 
kind can do no better than to emulate 
her. There is no reason, however, 
whv the citizens of this land cannot, 
withont sacrifice. be prepared to pro- 
tect their country, and he assured of 
peace and tranquility. Neither do T 
believe that a general knowledge of 
the science of war and of defense will 
incline us to pugnacity, but quite the 
contrary. 

Pending the time when universal 
peace is accomplished, suggest that 
in each of the congressional dirtricte 
of the United States. a schoo! with a 
two vears’ course be established bv 
the government. along hich echool 
lines, and attendance be compulsory, 
by a thousand bovs of suitable age 
and mental ard physical eanipment. 
each year, and each vear each school 
would graduate a thoveand (thi« is 
approximately the size of a reeiment.) 
and enlist a thoveand more. teaching 
all that ie taueht In hich school. thre 
giving a general education. and addine 
a course In militerv tnetrucrtion and 
military science. This wil! give to the 
womntry each vear approximetely £00. - 
708 vounge men. comparatively well 
trained tn defense. and aie standing 
equipped armv of a million yvonne men. 
beine educated at the same time, and 
so far as tuition is concerned will 
simply trane@fer the cost of their tul- 
tion from the high schools. as we 
heve them row, to the government 
school«,. therehy making no 
cost for thet purrnese. And as a 
training to citizenshin, militery efnen- 
tiem and experience cannot be ex- 
celled.

TRADE BALANCE 
AGAINST BRITAIN 


Banker Presents Arguments 
for Private Economy. 


Declares Highest Prices are 
Charged in America. 


Campaign Necessary to Meet 
Financial Problems. 


P. FORRICGN CORRESPONDENCE } 
LONDON, June 15.—A prominent 
London banker, in a long letter to the 
press, pleads for a great national 
wave of public and private econom 
in England. Such a campaign, + 
urges, is necessary to enable the na- 
tion to meet successfully the financial 
problems before it in connection with 
the war. problems are two- 
fold—first, the raising of sufficient in- 
ternal loang to meet the colossal war 
expenditure, and second, the 
ment of the external balance sheet, in 
other words, the payment of other na- 
tions for the . enormous purchases 
which England and her allies are 
making and must make from them. 

The “trade balance” against Enc- 
land for the present year is estimated 
by the writer at well over five @illion 


dollars. “This balance,” he/ says, 
will have to be provided eitt r by 
borrowing largely in Ameri

“As the balance of indebtedness 


srows, so the exchange rates grow 
more unfavorable to the eountry con- 
cerned, and so do its imports cost 
more and more. For this reason, 
Russia is at this moment paying near- 
ly 30 per cent. over the normal price 
for all her imports, Germany over 13, 
Austria 20 per cent., Italy 10 per cent., 
France about 3 per cent. and Great 
Britain about 1% per cent. 

“Bo long as we export gold as frec- 
ly as the exchanges warrant it, they 
cannot, of course, go much more 


flow It is of very great 
importance to London as the world's 
financial eefiter not only that our gold 
reserve should remain re, but 
that we should not have te abandon 
our traditionajl. role as the world’s 
ge market. But the more we 
nipo © greater our indebtedness 
and the mofe difficult do these two 
tasks become. 

“We are brought back again then to 
the paramount necessity to our coun- 
try of econoniy, such economy as is 
being practiced today by [oeene 
people. We import nearly 340,000,000 
pounds worth a year of food, about 
the same amount of raw materials. 
and nearly 200,000,000" pounds of 
manufactured articles, Every pound’s 
worth of food wasted, of meat, petrol, 
rubber, tobacco, of any other article 
which we can economize, unnecessar- 
ily egnsumed means a pound’s worth 
more import and a pound more in the 
bill against vs. We should import 
only absolute necessities and produce 
everything in this country that we 
can. To import what is 
superfluous means to reduce by so 
much the money available for govern- 
ment loans, contributes by so much 
to the difficulty of keeping our gold 
reserve and system of credit intact, 
and makes it by so much more expen- 
sive to obtain our vital supplies of 
munitions and raw materials. 

“It must be remembered that ow- 
ing to changed war conditions there 
is a great risk of ovr consumption 
actually increasing. One effect of our 
lavish expenditure is to transfer a 
large amount of income from the 
wealthier to the poorer classes. 
large redistribution of wealth is in 
process. So far se good. In itself, 
no doubt, éxcelient, but not if the 
money which in the hands of the 
wealthy would be saved is in the 
hands of its new possessors simply 
spent. Money is being taken out of 
the pockets of the investing classes 
and being redistributed in the form of 
higher wages, war bonuses, separa- 
tion allowances, and so forth among 
the noninvesting classes. Consump- 
tion is therefore likely to increase and 
consumption of a kind not necessary 
for the conduct of the war. More 
food, drink and tobacco will be con- 
sumed; more labor emploved in serv- 
ices not contributing to the national 
strength; more time unprofitably 
spent; less money saved. 

“The class which is so greatly en- 
riched ,by the war is not the very 
poo laes, in which case extra ex- 
pendit would be justified, but 
mainly the artisan and better-pali 
working class which is already com- 
fortably off. It is not as if saving 
were any sacrifice to them. Their own 
interest and that of the State abso- 
lutely coincide. It is, indeed, mad- 
ness of them not to save in this period 
of their exceptional prosperity against 
the certain day of shrinkage in the 
future. And the State is in need of | 
their savings and will pay them a 
good rate of interest. What is great- 
ly needed then is to encourage ani 
facilitate the investments of smal! 
savings in the war loans. It is good 
for the State and good for the inves- 
tor. In the last German war loan 
the number of sdbscribers was stated 
to be only just short of 2,000,000. It 
would be surprising if the subscribers 
to our war loan numbered 30,000.”

DEFECTS IN RUSSIAN ARMY. | 


In the War with Japan One Great 
Trouble Was the Slowness of Mo- 
bilization. | 


{American Review of Reviews: ] One 
of the cardinal defects in Russian 
army organization brought out by the 
Japanese war waa the slowness of her 
mobilization. The whole system was 
hopelessly swathed in red tape. Suk- 
homlinof! cut the tape.

THE PIPE INDUSTRY. 


Brier Wood, Meerschaum, Corn 
Cobs and Clay are Chief Materials 
Used. 
[Washington Star:] Brier pipes are 
of all prices, from the cheapest imi- 
tation to the gilt and gold affairs. Ex- 
perts aver that the be&t briers are 
imported from London and Dublin. 
There are two considerations that 
have gone to discourage the meer- 
schaum pipe industry. If one lets fall 
a meeschaum pipe it is likely to break 


a difficulty in coloring the pipe prop- 
erly. 

Many sorts of new woods and other 
materials deemed suitable for the 
making of pipes are constantly ap- 
pearing and disappearing with the 
changing fashions. Corncob and clay 
pipes still hold their own. The corn- 
cob is the characteristic; American 
pipe. Whole acres in Ohio, Tilinois, 
Missouri and Nebraska are devoted 
to raising corn for the special pur- 
pose of producing cobs suttable for 
pipe bowls. The grain itself is mar- 
keted, of course, but the cob on which 
it grows is the real harvest. This is 
cut carefully into proper lengths, 
smoothed and polished, the soft inner 
pulp being gouged out by specially 
constructed machinery. The corncod 
nipe is exported to every country in 
the world where men smoke. It is 
especially in favor in Australia and 
New Zealand, where it is regarded as 
characteristically American. 

The clay pipe also has become a 
noted national product of our coun- 
try. The largest clay pipe factory in 
the world i= situated in Ap- 
pomattox county, Virginia. More 
than fifty years ago, tt Was 
known that the clay found in 
that vicinity was particularly adapted 
to the manufacture of tobacco pipes. 
The first that were sent North found 
a ready sale, and then a Northern 
eapitalist, who was a confirmed pipe 
emoker, discovered that the clay pipes 
from Virginia, were better than those 
from any other section. He traced a 
shipment and found that it came 
from the clay beds of Appomat- 
tox county. He purchased these de- 
posits and put up a big factory, which 
has been increasing In size ever since. 


MUCH AMMUNITION WASTED. 


A Vast Number of Shells Explode 

Before or Behind the Obects the 

Gunners Are Trying to Reach. 

[New York Sun:] Lieut.-Col, Bois- 
sonnet explains in the Temps some 
of the many reasons which make 
spendthrift artillery one of the neces- 
sary factors of victory: 

The French “75” is a weapon of 
marvelous precision, but even with a 
new gun and the shells in perfect 
condition, after a great number of 
shots from a distance of 3000 meters 
the shells will be found to have fallen 
within a radius of ninety-six meters, 
and half the shells will have fallen 
in a strip of about twenty-four meters. 
The gunner, therefore, has to regu- 
late his fire so that the object aimed at 
will be In the center of this most thick- 
ly covered strip, a task which against 
trenches, even after aeroplane recon- 
noisaance, requires a considerable ex- 
penditure of ammunition, and when it 
is remembered that the trench itself 
is not much more than a yard or so 
wide it will be realized that for every 
three or four shells which burst in the 
trench there are a vast number which 
explode before or behind it. 

The need for heavy shell expendi- 
ture against trenches is already great, 
but it will become more urgent still 
after the siege period is over ad real 
field fighting again becomes ble, 
when the artillery will have not the 
fixed tatget of the trench line, but the 
thin mobile ranks of s rs as 
its objective, 

Against moving infantry, unless it is 
advancing tn close formation. regu- 
lated fire is a matter of some difficulty. 
Infantry which finds itself between the 
first shell which has buret behind them 
and the short shell which has burst 
in front of them do not wait the ava- 
lanche whith is to follow, but rush 
rapidly forward beyond the first short 
shell, where they fling themselves to 
the ground under what cover they can 
find. The artillerymen know they are 
somewhere in the neighborhood, and 
to begin again:the tir de reglage 
would only be a logs of time, so that 
the only thing for the artillery to do 
is to shorten ite range by 100 yards or 
so and sweep With shrapnel! the whole 
of the zone where they imagine the 
enemy's infantry to be. 

A battery of “75” guns fires no less 
than elghty shells a minute. and it Is 
only with rapid, intense fire that the 
shrapnel fragments can sweepa whole 
countryside and break an enemy's at- 
tack. The same thing applies when the 
artillery is taking part in an offensive. 
They have to cover the whole zone in 
the enemy's front with a shower of 
shells, forcing the gunners to take 
shelter and pinning the infantry to the 
ground while their own troops are ad- 
vancing to the attack. :

Year by Reputable Manufacturers 

es it Means Nothing. 

The committee of the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers reports a 
very decided decrease during the past 
vear in the use of the union label by 
reputable American manufacturers. 

The present use of the label is 
largely confined to those who manu- 
facture special articles used by labor- 
ing men, by political candidates ap- 
pealing for the union vote, and by 
manufacturers who have been intim- 
idated into compliance. Pressure is 
also being brought to bear, successful 
in some places, to place the label upon 
all printed public documents. Cali- 
fornia is still reaping the harvest it 
invited when in 1875 it produced the 
first union label. Its various unions, 
together with some active women fol- 
lowers. conduct “Label Leagues” 
which have very recently precipitated 
some aggressive but unsuccessful cam-
